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Be it enacted by the people of the State of Nebraska,1
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Section 1. The Counsel for Discipline Cash Fund is1

created. The fund shall be established within the Nebraska Supreme2

Court and administered by the State Court Administrator. The fund3

shall consist of a portion of the annual membership dues assessed4

by the Nebraska State Bar Association and remitted to the Nebraska5

Supreme Court for credit to the fund. The fund shall only be6

used to pay the costs associated with the operation of the Office7

of the Counsel for Discipline. Any money in the fund available8

for investment shall be invested by the state investment officer9

pursuant to the Nebraska Capital Expansion Act and the Nebraska10

State Funds Investment Act.11

Sec. 2. (1) The Water Resources Cash Fund is created. The12

fund shall be administered by the Department of Natural Resources.13

Any money in the fund available for investment shall be invested14

by the state investment officer pursuant to the Nebraska Capital15

Expansion Act and the Nebraska State Funds Investment Act.16

(2) The State Treasurer shall credit to the fund such17

money as is (a) transferred to the fund by the Legislature, (b)18

paid to the state as fees, deposits, payments, and repayments19

relating to the fund, both principal and interest, (c) donated as20

gifts, bequests, or other contributions to such fund from public or21

private entities, (d) made available by any department or agency of22

the United States if so directed by such department or agency, and23

(e) credited to the fund from the excise taxes imposed by section24

66-1345.01 beginning January 1, 2013.25
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(3) The fund shall be expended by the department to aid1

compliance efforts regarding the reduction of consumptive uses of2

water in regards to programs dealing with those natural resources3

districts which are deemed overappropriated by the department4

pursuant to section 46-713 or are bound by an interstate compact5

or decree. The fund shall not be used to pay for administrative6

expenses or any salaries for the department or any political7

subdivision.8

(4) It is the intent of the Legislature that two million9

seven hundred thousand dollars be transferred each fiscal year from10

the General Fund to the Water Resources Cash Fund for FY2009-1011

through FY2018-19.12

Sec. 3. The Carrier Enforcement Cash Fund is created.13

The fund shall consist of fund transfers made each7

fiscal year from the State Building Revolving Fund, as authorized8

by the Legislature through the budget process, and any other9

revenue received by the state capitol security division of the10

patrol from separate security agreements with state agencies.11

The Capitol Security Revolving Fund shall only be used to pay12

the non-general-fund costs associated with the operation of the13

state capitol security division. Any money in the Capitol Security14

Revolving Fund available for investment shall be invested by the15

state investment officer pursuant to the Nebraska Capital Expansion16

Act and the Nebraska State Funds Investment Act.17

Sec. 5. The Nebraska Public Safety Communication System18

Cash Fund is created. The fund shall be established within the19

Nebraska State Patrol and administered by the Superintendent of20

Law Enforcement and Public Safety. The fund shall consist of all21

revenue credited pursuant to law, including any fund transfers22

authorized by the Legislature. The fund shall only be used to23

pay the patrol’s direct costs related to administering, operating,24

and maintaining the Nebraska Public Safety Communication System,25
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except that any unobligated money in the fund may first be used1

to reduce the patrol’s general fund costs to operate the Nebraska2

Public Safety Communication System and if additional unobligated3

money in the fund exists, the Legislature may transfer money4

from the fund to the State Fire Marshal and the Game and Parks5

Commission to reduce the general fund costs to operate the Nebraska6

Public Safety Communication System. Any money in the fund available7

for investment shall be invested by the state investment officer8

pursuant to the Nebraska Capital Expansion Act and the Nebraska9

Revolving Fund is created. The fund shall be established within the12

Department of Administrative Services and administered by the Chief13

budget process. The fund shall only be used to pay for centralized17

direct costs of administering, operating, and maintaining the18

towers and network equipment. Any money in the fund available20

for investment shall be invested by the state investment officer21

pursuant to the Nebraska Capital Expansion Act and the Nebraska22

State Funds Investment Act.23

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47-632 The Community Corrections Uniform Data Analysis1

Cash Fund is created. The executive director of fund shall be2

established for administrative purposes only within the Nebraska3

Commission on Law Enforcement and Criminal Justice shall administer4

the fund which shall consist of funds collected pursuant to section5

47-633 and such other funds as the Legislature may direct. and6

shall be administered by the executive director of the Community7

Corrections Council.
